Maximilian St. George, a tireless work- 
er and member of the defense counsel 
who stood for eight months like a mod- 
ern Horatius at the Bridge, is the Author 
« - » assisted by Lawrence Dennis, one 
of the defendants. 


The publishing of this volume, expos- 
ing the hidden machinations and red 
ramifications of the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration, seals the doom of New Dealism 
in America. 


Truth crushed to earth will rise again.

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MoM’ FATHER spent part of his 

boyhood days along the 
Missouri river. He used to tell 
how this stream would some- 
times become angry, overflow 
its banks and do great harm 
to farm land and crops. 


A farmer retired one night 
with several acres of bottom 
land under cultivation that 
promised to yield a good har- 
vest. Rising the next morning he 
discovered much of the acreage 
to be in the bottom of the river. 
He owned less ground than the 
night before while the man on 
the opposite side had consider- 
ably more. The stream had cut 
a new channel. Jetties were 
finally built to control the cur- 
rent. 


A sound Creed provides spir- 
itual and doctrinal jetties. It 
gives direction to one’s faith. 
It regulates Christian conduct. 
It assures stability in matters 
of faith and doctrine. It dis- 
ciplines the adherent. No fol- 
lower of Christ who sincerely 
subscribes to the twelve clauses 
of the Apostle’s Creed will lose 
his way in a labyrinth of ma- 
terialistic philosophies. 


This statement of doctrine has 
to be right and dependable. BR 
has survived the wear and tear 
of the centuries and stood be- 
side the graves of those who 
boasted they would destroy the 
holy Christian Faith. It has met 





the spiritual requirements of un- 
counted millions. It deals with 
principles that are eternal. 


Some things, in this life, can- 
not be questioned. Truth speaks 
with the voice of finality. Facts 
cannot be revised like the latest 
fashions. There are standards of 
authority to be observed. 


Philosophers have written 
acres of books. But they all fall 
into one of two categories. There 
are two basic methods of philo- 
sophical reasoning—the HE- 
BREW and the GREEK. 


The Hebrew method is dog- 
matic, accepts authority, takes 
things for granted, does not try 
to explain, listens and keeps its 
mouth shut. 


The Greek method being the 
opposite, rejects authority, ques- 
tions everything, wants to know 
the how, why and wherefore. 


Someday, a wise man may 
write a book to fit the twilight 
zone between the two systems. 


The Apostle’s Creed invites 
analysis but forbids questioning. 
It transcends human reasoning 
and may be accepted but not 
mutilated. Its provisions came 
to us by divine revelation. The 
false philosophy of so-called re- 
ligious Liberalism has no place 
on these sacred premises. 


As a boy, I tried Liberalism 
on the family clock one day 
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when my parents were away from home. 
Being curious, I began to ask questions. 
I wanted to know what made clocks tick. 
So, I took our clock apart, looking for the 
ticker. When father and mother re- 
turned, there were portions of the clock 
strewn all over the house. But no two 
pieces would hold together! 








I learned from this experience — and 
the impact of the new knowledge thus 
acquired was reinforced by the right- 
eous wrath of a father who gave literal 
application to Solomon’s admonition 
about sparing the rod and spoiling the 
child—I learned from this experience 
that some things in life MUST BE AC- 
CEPTED AND NOT QUESTIONED. 


Last month, we examined the first 
five clauses of the Creed, concluding 
with a study of the statement that, “He 
descended into hell: the third day He 
arose again from the dead.” 


The remaining sections of the ancient 
document are as follows: 


(6) He ascended into heaven, and sitteth on 
the right hand of God the Father 
Almighty; 


(7) From thence He shall come to judge the 
quick and the dead. 


(8) I believe in the Holy Ghost; 


(9) The Holy Catholic Church; the com- 
munion of saints; 


(10) The forgiveness of sins; 
(11) The resurrection of the body; and» 


(12) The life everlasting. Amen. 


The entrance of the Lord Jesus Christ 





into this life was a miracle. His depar- 
ture was likewise miraculous. The man- 
ner in which he transcended gravity at 
the time of His Ascension baffles human 
understanding. 


Christianity is supernaturalism. There 
is little danger of over emphasizing the 
miracle in Christian faith and doctrine. 
Modernism is a vain attempt to cast the 
Gospel message in the moulds of 
naturalism. Acceptance of the super: 
natural gives an upward reach to the 
soul that satisfies the worshipful instinct 
with which the human spirit is endowed. 


Prior to the eighteenth century there 
was little disposition to question the 
rightful place of the supernatural in 
Christian belief. Dr. Herman Bavinck 
says: “The religious supernaturalistic 
world-view has universally prevailed 
among all peoples and in all ages down 
to our day, and only in the last hun- 
dred and fifty years has given way to 
the empirico-scientific.” 


The materialistic world-view, profess- 
ing to explain all things from . resident 
forces, without the aid of the super- 
natural, has had an injurious effect upon 
Church life and Christian thought. A 
de-supernaturalized, non-miraculous 
Christianity offers the world little more 
than Confucianism or Mohammedanism. 


On the other hand, supernaturalism 
enters into the very essence of true 
Christianity, both historically and experi- 
entially. 


The inspired record describes the 
miracle of our Lord’s Ascension in lan- 


guage unmistakably clear: “And when 
he had spoken these things, while they 
beheld, he was taken up; and a cloud 
received him out of their sight. And 
while they looked steadfastly toward 
heaven as he went up, behold, two men 
stood by them in white apparel.” 


Lest some should think He disap- 
peared from the sight of these five hun- 
dred witnesses in a different manner, it 
is here expressly stated that “while they 
beheld, he was taken up; and a cloud 
received him out of their sight.” They 
followed Him with eager eyes in rapt 
amazement. This fact is recorded as a 
part of that resistless evidence of the hu- 
man senses, on which their whole subse- 
quent testimony was to be borne. 


Luke, one of the eye-witnesses, says: 
“He led them out to Bethany .. . blessed 
them ... was parted from them, and 
carried up into heaven.” 


One writer, meditating upon this sight, 
was prompted to exclaim: “Oh, if angels 
were so transported at His birth into 
this scene of tears and death, what must 
have been their ecstasy as they wel- 
comed and attended Him ‘far above all 
heavens’ into the presence-chamber, and 
conducted Him to the right hand of the 
Majesty on High! 


“Even so thy glorious Ascension body 
foretells a day when Thou wilt change 
these vile bodies of ours, that they may 
be like thine own glorious body! And 
then with gladness and rejoicing shall 
we too be brought into the King’s 
palace.”

Evangelist M. F. Ham... 
Apostle Of Liberty 














EW MEN OF OUR GENERATION 

have reached . . . and are reaching, 
as many people with the Gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, as Dr. M. F. Ham of 
Louisville, Kentucky. 


He is famous for his courage ... and 
speaks as we would expect an Old 
Testament prophet to speak, should one 
suddeniy rise from the dead and appear 
on scenes in this the twentieth century. 


The following conversation, which took 
place some time ago, between a Baptist 
deacon and a Presbyterian elder on the 
streets of a North Carolina city, offers 





a glimpse into the ministry of this mighty 
man of God: 


Said the Presbyterian: “I was over to 
hear your evangelist last night.” 


Which prompted the Baptist to ask: 
“How did you enjoy the service?” 


“Fine. Your speaker is a member of 
the Boanerges family.” 


“I don’t get it!” 


“Read the third chapter of Mark. 
James and John were given the special 
title, ‘Boanerges.’ That meant they were 
‘sons of thunder.’ Dr. Ham, in my 





opinion, speaks with the voice of thun- 
der. I felt last night that he was literal- 
ly thundering denunciations against the 
evils of our day.” 


* * * 


D* HAM CAME by his Gospel loyalty 
and courageous Christian American- 
ism honestly. It’s in his blood! 


He is the eighth Preacher in an un- 
broken line of Baptist Ministers going 
back to Roger Williams, the pioneer 
Baptist Preacher of America and early 
exponent of human liberty in the new 
world. Samuel Ham, according to the 
“History of English Baptists,” written by 
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Joseph Ivimey, was one of the original 
signers of the “Confession Of Faith,” in 
the year 1640. 


The Ham and Williams klans seem to 
have intermarried as early as 1650, 
down to 1850. Dr. Ham is therefore a 
descendant of Roger Williams on both 
his father’s and mother’s side. Family 
records show that his ancestors were 
compelled to flee from Boston and Salem 
to Rhode Island because of State-Church 
control. 


Some migrated to Virginia where one 
was imprisoned during the period when 
Baptist Preachers were being arrested for 
preaching without license from the 
Church of England. 


Later, in North Carolina, another mem- 
ber of the family was publicly whipped 
for preaching on the streets. Thereupon, 
two of the Williams group went before 
the State Legislature, re-wrote the Con- 
stitution of North Carolina, inserted a 
provision separating Church and State, 
and succeeded in having it adopted. 


About the year 1800, Rev. William 
Ham, who had married Jenette Williams 
—a granddaughter of Roger Williams— 
moved to Kentucky and with another 
Williams, drafted a Constitution for that 
State, which also contained a clause as- 
suring religious freedom. 


With this background, one can under- 
stand why Dr. Ham is both a religious 
individualist and loyal American patriot. 
He believes in . .. and fights for... 
those fundamental Christian doctrines, 
and precious civil liberties, which have 
made our Country great—and which 
are these days being challenged by 
Modernists on the one hand, and Collec- 
tivists on the other. 


* * * 


BAPtist PREACHERS bore, in large 

measure, the brunt of persecution in 
colonial times, when the arduous task 
of establishing religious freedom was 
having its beginning. The courage and 
endurance of these people, comprises 
one of the saddest, but most inspiring 
chapters, of all Church history. They 
often found encouragement, however, in 
the far-seeing statesmanship of men like 
Jefferson, Madison and Henry.

turbing the peace.” Like the Roosevelt- 
Biddle Sedition Case of 1944, the de- 
fendants were charged with one thing, 
but actually prosecuted for another. 


Patrick Henry, the master legal mind 
and orator of his time, entertained utmost 
contempt for the entire, disgraceful pro- 
ceeding. He journeyed fifty miles, which 
was no small distance in those days, so 
that he might identify himself with the 
victims and aid in their defense. 


He entered the court house while the 
prosecutor, with great gusto, was read- 
ing the indictment. Being a stranger to 
most of the spectators and dressed in 
country garb, his entrance attracted no 
particular attention. 


When the prosecutor finished his open- 
ing statement, the newcomer stepped 
forward, identified himself, took the in- 
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dictment and glanced at it with an ex- 
pression of puzzled incredulity. He be- 
gan to speak in the tone of a man who 
had just heard something too astound- 
ing for belief: 








“May it please your Worships, I think 
I heard read by the prosecutor, as I en- 
tered the house, the paper I now hold in 
my hand. If I have rightly understood, 
the king’s attorney has framed an in- 
dictment for the purpose of arraigning 
and punishing by imprisonment these 
three inoffensive persons before the bar 
of this court of a crime of great magni- 
tude — as disturbers of the peace. May 
it please the court, what did I hear read? 
Did I hear it distinctly, or was it a mis- 
take of my own? Did I hear an expres- 
sion as of crime, that these men, whom 
your Worships are about to try for mis- 
demeanor, are charged with — with — 
with what?” 


Having delivered these words in a 
halting, broken manner, as if his mind 
was staggering under the weight of a 
monstrous idea, he lowered his tone to 
the deepest bass; and with the profound- 
est solemnity of manner, answered his 
own question: 


“Preaching the Gospel of the Son of 
God!” 


Then he paused. Every eye was 
riveted upon him. Amid a silence, in 
which it seemed that pent up emotions 
were being suppressed to the bursting 
point, he waved the indictment three 
times around his head. He still seemed 
unable to comprehend its contents. 
Then he raised his hands and eyes to- 
ward heaven and uttered a pathetic 
cry: 


“Great God!” 


At this point, such was his power of 
delivery, the people of the audience re- 
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Heved their feelings by a burst of sighs 
and tears. The orator continued: 








“May it please your Worships, in a 
day like this, when Truth is about to 
burst her fetters; when mankind are 
about to be aroused to claim their 
natural and inalienable rights: when the 
yoke of oppression that has reached the 
wilderness of America, and the un- 
natural alliance of ecclesiastical and 
civil power is about to be dissevered — 
at such a period, when Liberty, Liberty 
of Conscience, is about to wake from her 
slumberings, and inquire into the reason 
of such charges as I find exhibited here 
today in this indictment” — 


Here occurred another of his appall- 
ing pauses, during which he cast pierc- 
ing looks at the judges and at the clergy- 
men arraigned. Then resuming, he 
thrilled every hearer by his favorite de- 
vice of repetition: 


“If I am not deceived, according to the 
contents of the paper I now hold in my 
hand, these men are accused of preach- 
ing the Gospel of the Son of God!” 


He again waved the document three 
times around his head, as though sitill 
lost in wonder: and then with the same 
electric attitude of appeal to heaven, he 


gasped, 
“Great God!” 


This was followed by another burst of 
feeling from the spectators; and again 
he plunged into the tide of his discourse: 


“May it please your Worships, there 
are periods in the history of man when 
corruption and depravity have so long 
debased the human character, that man 
sinks under the weight of the oppres- 
sor’s hand — becomes his servile, his 
abject slave. He licks the hand that 
smites him. He bows in passive obedi- 





ence to the mandates of the despot; and 
in this state of servility, he receives his 
fetters of perpetual bondage. But may it 
please your Worships, such a day has 
passed. 


“From that period when our fathers 
left the land of their nativity for these 
American wilds—from the moment 
they placed their feet upon the Ameri- 
can Continent—from that moment 
despotism was crushed, the fetters of 
darkness were broken, and Heaven de- 
creed that man should be free — free to 
worship God according to the Bible. In 
vain were all their offerings and blood- 
shed to subjugate this new world, if 
we, their offspring, must still be 
oppressed and persecuted. But, may it 
please your Worships, permit me to in- 
quire once more, for what are these men 
about to be tried? This paper says, for 
preaching the Gospel of the Saviour to 
Adam’s fallen race!” 


Again he paused. For the third time, 
he slowly waved the indictment around 
his head: and then turning to the judges, 
looking them full in the face, exclaimed 
with the most impressive effect: 


“What laws have they violated?” 


The whole assembly were now pain- 
fully moved and excited. The presiding 
judge ended the scene by saying: 


“Sheriff, discharge these men.” 
* * * 


T= PRINCIPLE of religious freedom 

has survived. The Founding Fathers 
of the American Republic were men of 
foresight. Dr. M. F. Ham is no less a 
Defender of the Faith than were his il- 
lustrious Baptist forebears.

Ham had witnessed over a million public 
professions of Christ in his revival meet- 
ings.

He 
fills short evangelistic, preaching en- 
gagements in various parts of the Coun- 
try between week-end appearances in 
the studio.

Southern Preacher, in explaining how 
the stringencies of war drove him into 
even larger fields of service. “It is the 
same kind of an experience that the 
early Christians had when they were 
driven out of Jerusalem.

The Urbana “Bible Tnal”’ 














UCH HAS BEEN said in the press 

and over the radio, during recent 
months, about the famous “BIBLE 
TRIAL,” held at Urbana, Illinois. 


Various Attorneys, Jurists, Preachers, 
Atheists, Free-Thinkers and School 
Teachers figured prominently in this 
historically-important case . .. but no 
one rendered greater service to the 
Cause of Christ and fundamental Ameri- 
canism, than Rev. Charles L. Hollis, 
Pastor of Urbana’s Foursquare Gospel 
Church. 


The trouble started when Mrs. Vashti 
McCollum, a professed atheist and wife 
of a University of Illinois professor, 
brought a mandamus suit to prohibit re- 
ligious education in the public school of 
Urbana. Her action was financed by 
the Chicago Civil Liberties Committee, 
a more or less personal enterprise head- 
ed by one Ira Latimer—but not to be con- 
fused with the Chicago branch of the 
American Civil Liberties Committee. 
Latimer, who figured prominently in re- 
cent Chicago riots aimed at interfering 
with the peaceable assembly of Chris- 
tians opposed to Communism, is cur- 
rently reported as heading a crusade 
demanding that all Church property in 
the State of Illinois be taxed. 


Mrs. McCollum’s petition stated that 
the views on religion to which she sub- 
scribes were set forth in a volume by 
her father, Arthur G. Cromwell, en- 
titled, “Rationalism vs. Religious Educa- 
tion in Public Schools.” The opening 
paragraph of this book reads as follows: 


“Religious worship is a chronic dis- 
ease of the imagination contracted in 
childhood. Religionists know this; hence 
their determination to force religious 
training in the public schools while the 
plastic minds of youth absorb readily 
and have no means of self-determination. 
Religion is born of fear, ignorance, and 
superstition.”

On the witness stand Mrs. McCollum 
said she had never been a Church mem- 
ber ... rejected “the Bible account of 
Jesus as the Son of God and Mary”... 
and felt that an injustice was being done 
children who retired from routine class 
work, certain periods out of the school 
year, to study religious subjects. 


As might be expected, the left-wing 
Communistic press of the Nation shouted 





for glee, because they saw in the trial a 
sounding board for hurling insults and 
investives at the Christian religion. 


The “Chicago Sun,” a Marshall Field 
newspaper, ran its first story under an 
eight-column scare headline: “RELIGION 
TRIAL OPENS.” The article sought to 
convey the impression that to teach 
Christianity was to automatically foster 
anti-Semitism. Anything that produces 
racial and religious hatred, serves the 
purpose of the Communist movement in 
America. 


“Miss Mae Chapin, supervisor of the 
classes, was the first witness,” says the 
story mentioned above. “Examination 
of her by Landon L. Chapman, attorney 
for Mrs. McCollum, developed into a 
doctrinal sparring match. Chapman at- 
tempted to get the witness to say that 
she taught that the Jews crucified Christ.” 


Miss Chapin insisted that her inten- 
tion was to teach children to live better 
and fuller lives. One boy, she said, was 
dissuaded from leaving home by a class 
lesson on the prodigal son. 


“PM.” another Marshall Field publi- 
cation, described on the floor of Con- 
gress as the “up-town edition of the 
Communist Daily Worker,” gloated that, 
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“ATHEISM TOOK THE WITNESS STAND 
YESTERDAY IN CAMPAIGN CIRCUIT 
COURT.” 








Three judges presided over the hear- 
ings and took the case under advise- 
ment for several weeks before returning 
a decision—which was against the 
atheists and in favor of the Urbana 
public school system. 


During the time that the case was in 
progress, the “New World,” a Catholic 
journal published at Chicago, made the 
following observation: 


“Does the tradition of separation of 
Church and State mean that God was, 
or is, going to be banned from any con- 
sideration connected with society and 
the commonweal? Or does the correct 
version of separation still obtain: That is, 
that the State is a perfect society and is 
in its own sphere completely indepen- 
dent, so long as it does not violate moral 
principles and the inalienable rights of 
men which are guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution? 


“li the State will, by court order, be- 
come an absolutely independent entity 
of society, freed from all accounting to 
God, we have Fascism and totalitarian- 
ism.” 


Strange as it may seem, one of the 
most ardent helpers and supporters of 
the atheists, was Rev. Philip Schug, the 
local Unitarian Pastor . . . who, on the 
witness stand, likened Christ to Santa 
Claus, saying that he regarded them 
“both as folk tales.” 


“The story of Santa Claus,” he quali- 
fied, “is not so deeply tinged with re- 
ligious feeling nor so implanted in the 
culture of the people.” 


Mr. Hollis says: “I attended several 
sessions of the trial and must say, the 
most vicious utterances—and for that 
matter, the worst I have ever heard, 
came from the lips of Mr. Schug, Pastor 
of the Unitarian Church here in the com- 
munity.” 


While some professed Christians of 
Urban and the vicinity seemed to 
wince and assume a hurt attitude, Mr. 
Hollis willingly accepted the Philistine 
challenge. He purchased space in a 
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local newspaper and advertised the fol- 
lowing subject for the next Sunday night: 
“AMERICANISM AND RELIGION — MY 
ANSWER TO MRS. McCOLLUM AND 
REV. SCHUG.” 


The message, delivered before a large 
audience, is credited with having made 
a profound impression upon the religious 
thought of the community. The speaker 
did not mince words. Even Mrs. Mc- 
Collum, who was present, congratulated 
him for his courage and forthright con- 
victions. 


During the course of the sermon, Mrs. 
McCollum was answered... Rev. Schug 
was denounced ... the Faith of our 
Fathers was intelligently defended .. . 
Christian Americanism was upheld... 
freedom of religion emphasized. 


“The unproved and unprovable theory 
of Evolution is taught in our public 
schools, along with other theories that 
tend to make children skeptical of the 
fundamental truths of the Bible,” said the 
Pastor of the Foursquare Church. “It is 
therefore only fair that a little time be 
alotted for children from Christian homes, 
to receive a moderate amount of re- 
ligious training.” 


He recalled the historian’s report of 





Benjamin Franklin, dismayed at the dis- 
unity of the Constitutional Convention, 
calling for prayer that the elements nec- 
essary in the forming of a new Nation 
might be united. 


“Kecording to Mrs. McCollum, Ben- 
jamin Franklin had a diseased mind,” 
declared Mr. Hollis. “A University of 
Illinois instructor recently stated that one 
of the causes of the war was ‘a spiritual 
vacuum.’ The professor charged educa- 
tors with trying to substitute science for 
old-time religion. He said in one of his 
courses of study that Germany and Rus- 
sia had given their people Fascism and 
Communism in place of religion, whereas 
this Nation offered no substitute and the 
result is frustration. 


“If these groups are allowed to destroy 
our faith in religion, they will open the 
way for Fascism and Communism. But 
where Christianity is preached and lived, 
these isms cannot take root.” 


The atheists appealed the decision of 
the circuit court and were again de- 
feated before the Illinois Supreme Court. 


The United States Supreme Court has 
repeatedly refused to consider such 
matters on the ground that they are State 
rather than Federal issues.

6¢ AND BE NOT CONFORMED to this 

world: but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that ye may 
prove what is that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect, will of God.” Romans 12:2. 

















Paul greeted the members of the 
Church at Rome with the affectionate 
term “Brethren.” By this he evidently 
meant Brethren in Christ. These people 
had been converted from sin, unbelief 
and paganism under the ministry of the 
Apostle himself. 


His message to them about the neces- 
sity of “renewing” their mind, suggests 
they had reverted to type and that their 
thinking, and perhaps manner of living, 
had again become pagan. He was seek- 
ing their reclamation—calling them back 
to true Christian thought and conduct. 


The fickleness of human nature often 
results in a return to sinful standards. 
The history of the Church and the biog- 
raphies of even great lives records many 
relapses. This reverting to type does 
not discount Christianity. The Epistle of 
Paul to the Galatians was written be- 
cause Christians in that Church had ca- 
pitulated following an invasion of Juda- 
ism. 


“O foolish Galatians, who hath be- 
witched you, that ye should not obey the 
truth?” Galatians 3:1. 


They had fallen under the bewitching 
spell of Jewish teachers sent from Jeru- 
salem to pervert the thinking of the 
Christian band. Yielding to the false 
teachings of the Judaizers, they had gone 
into backsliding. Paul wrote his letter 
for correction purposes and to recall 
them to their former allegiance to Christ. 


Likewise, the Romans had become 
“conformed to this world.” The over- 
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seer of the Church was seeking their 
restoration by “the renewing of your 
mind.” 

“I beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able unto God, which is your reasonable 
service ... be not CONFORMED ... but 
be ye TRANSFORMED.” 


RENEWING OF MIND NEEDED 


Evidently the Roman Christians had 
turned from faith in the Gospel, back to 
the pagan way of thinking. They had 
come down from spiritual altitudes to 
material levels. If they returned to the 
pagan way of thinking, they would also 
return to the pagan way of living. One’s 
deeds are patterned after his thoughts. 
Thought is the cause. Deeds comprise 
the effect. 


The remedy, offered by the Apostle, 
was a return to the Christian way of 
thinking—a renewal of the Christian 
mind. 

Paul used two words to distinguish 
the two ways of living—the WORLDLY 
life, and the SPIRITUAL life. The words 
are “conformed” and “transformed.” 


Not only the believers at Rome, but 
all Christians everywhere, fall into one 
of these two classes. They are either 
conformed to the world or transformed 
by the power of Christ. Christians must 
not be conformed to the world. They 
cannot consent to its ways, much less 
conform to its actions. To do so, would 
be to compromise Christian ideals and 
principles ... which, if one does, causes 
backsliding and broken fellowship with 
Christ. 

Transformed, means to be more God- 
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ly, more holy, more perfectly oriented 
in Christ as the days, weeks and months 
come and go. 


Transformation in its ultimate sense 
was seen in the experience of our Lord 
on the Mount, concerning which the rec- 
ord states: “And after six days Jesus 
taketh Peter, James, and John his broth- 
er, and bringeth them up into an high 
mountain apart, And was transfigured 
before them: and his face did shine as 
the sun, and his raiment was white as 
the light.” Matthew 17:1-2. 


This portrays the Christian life at its 
best—the completely transformed life. 


Let it be noted that Jesus took them 
“up into an high mountain APART, And 
was transfigured before them.” Moun- 
tain climbing is essential to attaining 
the transformed life. The mount of holi- 
ness is apart from the world. The vic- 
torious life is a separated life. 


Jesus later prayed: “Sanctify them 
through thy truth ... they are not of the 
world ... even as we are not of the 
world.” They were IN the world, but 
not OF the world. They were NOT CON- 
FORMED to the world of sin—the world 
over which Satan rules. 


How disappointing many Christians of 
our days must be to Christ, living in a 
state of conformation—conformed to an 
environment which is at enmity with 
God! Paul places the ideal high and 
says, “Be not conformed to this world.” 


When Hezekiah came to the throne, 
after the apostasy of his father, Ahaz, 
he made a revival of religion the first 
order of business. He called the people 
from the customs, habits and practices 
of the pagan nations, back to the old 
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paths of personal and national righteous- 
ness. 


The Christian mind must be renewed 
in the Church. Historic Christianity must 
replace Modernism if Christ’s Cause is 
to meet the challenge thrust before it in 
the present hour of peril. 


The renewal of the Christian mind will 
be evidenced by a spirit of confession 
and repentance on the part of Church 
members. Conviction for sin will again 
be felt, as when they were first convert- 
ed. Worldly people who bear the name 
of Christ outwardly, will cease doing 
some things which they formerly regard- 
ed as innocent and harmless. There 
will be a renewal of obedience to Christ 
and the precepts of New Testament 
Christianity. 


To obey Him and do His will, will 
become a passion. It will mean a new 
alignment, a gearing of conduct to high- 
er standards of living—positively revo- 
lutionary. 


To many, the change will seem almost 
like being converted again. It will mean 
a renewal of faith and prayer. To large 
numbers of Pastors, this spiritual rebirth 
will mean a new message .. . backed 
up by a new dynamic ministry of prayer. 


CALL BASED UPON MERCY 


The Apostolic appeal for renewal of 
the Christian mind was predicated upon 
the fact of God’s Grace. Mercy was 
involved. The Roman Christians had 
become rebellious. They had detoured 
the paths of truth. There was therefore 
a definite need for repentance. 

They had had their opportunity. They 
permitted themselves to sink into spirit- 
ual darkness. According to law and 
justice, they deserved no farther consid- 
eration . . . but justice was superseded 
by Grace and so Paul could write: “I 
beseech you therefore, brethren, by the 
MERCIES OF GOD.” 

“He hath not dealt with us after our 
sins; nor rewarded us according to our 
iniquities.” Psalms 103:10. 

There is hope for the penitent, profess- 
ing Christian. There is hope for the 
wayward Church. 
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Has not God been good to everyone? 
Has He not been good to you, m7 friend? 
Is not His mercy even now enveloping 
you? Deep down in your soul, are you 
not forced to admit with David, that 
“goodness and mercy hath followed me 
all the days of my life?” Why then do 
you hesitate to return to Him and seek 
the higher altitudes of spiritual life by 
the renewing of your mind? 


On the grounds of divine mercy, Paul 
beckoned the Roman Christians to turn 
back. On the same grounds, Christ calls 
us to rededicate ourselves and present 
“our bodies a living sacrifice.” 


Let memory come to your aid. If 
memory can be awakened, and you 
dwell upon the thought of God’s good- 
ness, you will return and renew your 
love and consecration to Him. 


The prodigal son was far away from 
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mother, home, comfort, virtue, friends 
and fellowship with loved ones. But he 
cried: “I will arise and go back to father 
and home.” And when he was “a great 
way off, his father saw him, and had 
compassion, and ran, and fell on his 
neck and kissed him.” 


Return and come to God, 
Cast all your sins away, 

Seek the Saviour’s cleansing blood, 
Repent, believe, obey. 

Say not ye cannot come, 
For Jesus bled and died, 

That none who ask in humble faith, 
Shall ever be denied. 


MERCY MAY TURN TO JUDGMENT 


As God's servant I feel that I must 
emphasize Paul’s ominous warning to 
those, who after considering God’s good- 
ness, still refuse to repent. I must hang 
up a red lantern! 


The warning to which I refer is found 
in Romans 11:22, “Behold therefore the 
goodness and severity of God: on them 
which fell, severity: but toward thee, 
goodness, if thou continue in his good- 
ness: otherwise thou also shalt be cut 
off.” 


Paul was speaking of the Jewish na- 
tion in this passage, “broken off by un- 
belief.” We know that Jewish people 
have been under a curse since the days 
of the crucifixion. Their punishment is 
growing worse and the “time of Jacob’s 
trouble,” or the “great tribulation,” is 
still ahead of them. 

“For if God spared not the natural 
branches,” warned Paul, “take heed lest 
he also spare not thee.” 


Mercy extended and unheeded turns 
to judgment. Unless the Church repents, 
it may expect suffering in America as 
in Europe and Asia. The nations are 
today in pain, sorrow, misery and blood- 
shed, because they have turned from 
God and paths of righteousness. 


Habakkuk speaks of certain countries 
in this period that rise to power only to 
fall like sky-rockets darting across the 
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heavens—leveled by the hand of judg- 
ment: “O Lord, thou hast ordained them 
for judgment: and O, mighty God, thou 
hast established them for correction.” 


When God saw that the wickedness of 
man was great on the earth in the days 
of Noah, the record says: “It repented 
the Lord that he had made man... and 
the Lord said, I will destroy man whom 
I have created from the face of the earth 
. -- but Noah found grace in the eyes of 
the Lord.” 


The story of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
reduced to ashes under a hail of fire and 
brimstone, emphasizes the fact that 
neither individuals or nations may safely 
trifle with the mercy of God. 


We have the same truth from the lips 
of Jesus Christ Who said: “Suppose ye 
that these Galileans were sinners above 
all the Galileans, because they suffered 
such things? I tell you, Nay: but, except 
ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 


TRIUMPH THROUGH SACRIFICE 


Paul wrote to the Romans about pre- 
senting their bodies “living sacrifices” 
and described it as a “reasonable serv- 
ice.” 


His reference to the “body” refers to 
the whole being of man. This includes 
spirit, soul and flesh. Humans are three- 
fold, and function in three spheres. 


On the spiritual level they have ca- 
pacity of God consciousness. On the 
soul level they have self consciousness. 
On the physical level they have flesh 
consciousness. 








The body is a trinity, capable of con- 
tacting both heaven and earth. This is 
the being which Paul admonishes us to 
place unreservedly at God’s disposal. 
Psychologists teach about the conscious 
and subconscious minds, but the Chris- 
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tian, inwardly reconstructed and fash- 
ioned according to moral image of Christ, 
possesses the SUPERCONSCIOUS MIND 
... and is therefore capable of register- 
ing the impressions and leadings of the 
Holy Spirit. 


Sacrifice of the flesh is rewarded by 
inexplicable joys of spiritual experience. 
To the degree that the natural decreases, 
the spiritual increases. This sacrifice is, 
according to Paul’s admonition, a “rea- 
sonable service.” 


When the Tuscania went down in 
north British waters during the first world 
war, it was being convoyed by the Eng- 
lish fleet. Until that time, none of our 
transport vessels had been lost. Many 
States were represented in the list that 
perished on the Tuscania. Sorrow there- 
fore spread over a large part of the 
Nation. 


The Birkenhead order was given when 
it became known that the vessel could 
not be saved. All the soldiers lined up 
on deck and awatted further orders. 
Turns came for some to put on life belts 
and climb into small boats. Every sol- 
dier waited, and about two hundred re- 
mained standing after the life boats were 
filled and taken away. 


These brave lads faced Old Glory and 
went down singing the Star Spangled 
Banner. They were presenting their 
bodies a living sacrifice for America. 
Probably no more heroic chapter has 
been written in the annals of modern 
warfare. Their Country asked for a liv- 
ing sacrifice ... and they gave it in full. 


“SACRAMENTUM” 


Paul made the same demands for God. 
The word we translate “sacrifice” is 
derived from the Latin term, “sacramen- 
tum” and refers to a custom observed 
by the Romans during their war with the 
Spartans. 

The king sat in the sacramentum. The 
fascist bundle of sticks and battle-ax was 
always in plain view. On such occa- 
sions, Roman legions would march be- 
fore the ruler and take the oath of alle- 
giance. Raising the right hand, every 
man would swear to conquer the enemy 
or die on the field of battle. 


After completing this ceremony, they 
were dead to themselves, but alive to 
Rome—ready to be presented as “living 
sacrifices.” 


Would the Great and Almighty God 
ask less? If He did, human beings would 
be justified in losing respect for Him. 
HE DEMANDS OUR BEST. 


Millions of Church members should 
either become Christian in heart and 
service, or stop using the name in vain. 
God’s call is for heroic living, heroic 
giving, heroic serving. 





The door of the crucifixion of self leads 
into the hall of fame, honor and immor- 
tality. Jesus said: “For whosoever will 
save his life shall lose it: but whosoever 
shall lose his life for my sake and the 
gospel’s, the same shall save it.” 


The road to the crown leads through 
the sacramentum. Jesus Himself went 
that way bearing the Cross—then to 
death and Joseph’s tomb. But this was 
the road to His Father. 


Must Jesus bear the cross alone, 
And all the world go free, 
No there’s a cross for everyone, 
And there’s a cross for me. 


It is said of Moses that when climbing 
the mountain for the last time, he met 
three men digging a grave. He asked 
for whom they were digging, and they 
said: “For whom God will call first to 
Paradise.” When the grave was com- 
pleted, they asked him to lie down that 
they might see if the measurements were 
right. And when he did so, suddenly 
the three men become angels and God 
appeared with them. Moses was com- 
manded to close his eyes,,set his feet in 
order, and fold his hands in preparation 
for translation. 


Then God said, “Behold, now the hour 
is come ... go forth and mount to Para- 
dise.” But when the soul was slow to 
obey, God stooped down and kissed 
Moses on tthe cheek. Immediately the 
soul leaped for joy, and with the kiss of 
God mounted up to Paradise as on 
eagles’ wings. 

The open grave was the door to Para- 
dise. The kiss of God was his inspira- 
tion. He returned from Paradise once, 
with Elijah, at the transfiguration of 
Jesus on the holy mount... when God 
said, “This is my beloved son, hear ye 
him.” 

My friends, it is even so with us. 
When we as God’s people go through 
the sacramentum of death to self, ambi- 
tion, pride; and the world, we will 
mount up with the “Kiss of God,” to a 
Paradise of hope, victory, immortality 


and heaven. 
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the Author in his concluding chapter. 
“But the final disposition of the case by 
the courts, either on the motion of the 
Department of Justice or of any of the 
defense attorneys, has not been made 
by the time this book goes to press.” 


Then he mentions various reports and 
rumors circulated by Walter Winchell, 
Drew Pearson, the Communist Daily 
Worker, Marshall Field publications and 
other New Deal sources — sometimes to 
the effect that prosecutor Oecetje John 
Rogge planned to reopen the case... 
and other times that the Department of 
Justice was eager to forget the whole 
thing. 

But despite the fact that the case was 
officially declared a mistrial on Decem- 
ber 7, 1944, and until this hour no Gov- 
ernment official has stated any intention 
of starting it again, Attorney General 
Tom Clark continues to keep the indict- 
ments hanging over the heads of the 
victims. NO GREATER TRAVESTY 
UPON JUSTICE HAS BEEN KNOWN IN 
THE HISTORY OF MODERN CIVILI- 
ZATION. 


Although freely admitted to be a “polit- 
ical case loaded with dynamite,” the 
Department of Justice seems oblivious 
to the effect it is producing on the public 
mind. Someone should explain to Mr. 
Clark that the whole thing has back- 
fired. The mishandling of the case, 
since Eicher’s death, has already cost 
the Administration millions of votes.

NE MUST READ the second and third 
chapters of A TRIAL ON TRIAL, to 
understand how the principles of decen- 
cy and justice could be so flagrantly 
violated. 


Chapter two, entitled, “The PURPOSES 
Behind the Trial,” opens with this declar- 
ation: “To understand why the Sedition 
Trial did not come off according to plan, 
it is first necessary to understand the 
purposes behind it. The normal pur- 
poses of a criminal trial is to determine 
the guilt or innocence of the accused and 
to mete out justice. But the Sedition 
Trial was not a normal trial. It was 
a political trial. 


“The political purposes behind the 
Sedition Trial may be summarized in a 
few words: the Trial was conceived and 


staged as a political instrument of prop- 
aganda and intimidation against certain 
ideas and tendencies which are popu- 
larly spoken of as isolationism, anti- 
Communism and anti-Semitism.” 


It is of course impossible to legally 
prosecute people, under the American 
judicial system, for (1) Opposing war in 
time of peace ... for (2) Defending demo- 
cratic Government against the encroach- 
ments of atheistic Communism ... and 
for (3) Discussing the Jewish motivation 
of the international Communist move- 
ment. 


Such prosecution is only possible un- 
der totalitarian regimes. For this reason, 
the Sedition Case was popularly dubbed 
a “Moscow Purge Trial.” And so Mr. 
St. George says: 


“In Soviet Russia, of course, the clique 
in supreme command can railroad any 
one, as was done to Trotzky, one of the 
founding fathers of the Russian regime. 
In America, the government has to pro- 
ceed differently, more cautiously and 
less honestly, as we are not as far ad- 
vanced as Russia along the road to serf- 
dom, but we are moving fast in that di- 
rection. In America the government has 
to proceed along this path with guile 
and duplicity. It cannot prosecute as 
honestly as the Soviet regime which can 
charge persons on trial with the offense 
of being against the government. Here 
that cannot be charged. Therefore, the 
Department of Justice must be duplici- 
tous and dishonest in the formulation 
of charges and the framing of a case. 
Washington wanted to try people for 
having talked against our entering the 
war, against the Jews and against the 
communists. There was no law against 
this sort of talk. So Washington had to 
try them for conspiring to cause insub- 
ordination in the armed forces.”

HE MAIN THESIS OF A TRIAL ON 
TRIAL is the fact that the Govern- 
ment’s evidence did not fit the charges 
made against the defendants. The vic- 
tims were accused of violating a law that 
was entirely removed from the testimony 
used against them. The Biddle-Rogge- 
Maloney case simply was not suscept- 
ible of proof within the framework of 
trial jury and the established rules of 
evidence. 
“Trying to stage a political and his- 
torical debate in a criminal court can 
only produce a farce,” says Mr. St. 
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George. “The trial made history, but 
not as the Government had planned. It 
was a Department of Justice experiment 
in initiation of a Moscow political prop- 
aganda trial.” 


Chapter three, entitled, “The PEOPLE 
Behind the Trial,” opens with this declar- 
ation: “The people behind the Trial can 
be divided into three broad classifica- 
tions of the leftists of various shades: 
certain Jewish and pro-Jewish groups, 
and the Internationalista ... 


“One of the most important Jewish 
organizations behind the Sedition Trial 
was the B’nai B'rith. Getting the federal 
Government to stage such a trial, like 
getting America into the war, was a 
‘must’ on the agenda of the fighters 
against isolationism and anti-Semitism. 








“At the sixteenth convention held ap- 
proximately eight months before Pearl 
Harbor, the chairman of the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of B'nai B'rith, Mr. Sig- 
mund Livingston, submitted a written 
message wherein he rationalized Amer- 
ican entry into the war as a necessary 
step for combatting anti-Semitism. The 
Anti-Defamation League increased thelr 
expenditures from $125,000.00 a year for 
three preceding years to $800,000.00 for 
the year 1941.” 


The same pressure group was seen 
operating another way, ten months after 
the case ended in a mistrial when Adolf 
Sabath, a Jewish Congressman of Chi- 
cago, publicly stated: “I’m giving the 
Attorney General until Tuesday to do 
something and if he doesn’t I will.”

TRIAL ON TRIAL shows from the 

text of the indictment, Rogge’s open- 
ing statement to the Jury and the testi- 
mony introduced over a period of eight 
months, that the Government never at 
any time had a valid case against the 
defendants. In the absence of proof of 
some overt act having been committed, 
the prosecution had to rely upon SMEAR, 
PROPAGANDA, EMOTIONALISM AND 
THE HYSTERIA OF WAR. 


The only hope of securing convictions, 
was to convict the victims in the public 
mind, by the use of hate propaganda. 
This was attempted with the full knowl- 
edge and blessing of the Roosevelt pal- 
ace guard at the White House. 


Hence the words of Drew Pearson in 
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a syndicated article from Washington, 
March 26, 1942 and reproduced on page 
104 of A TRIAL ON TRIAL: “After three 
months of temporizing with native Fas- 
cist champions, Attorney General Francis 
Biddle is finally going to get tough on 
direct, personal orders of the President.” 


Mr. St. George explains that the New 
Deal definition of a native Fascist, “Is 
anyone opposed to Stalin.” 


Mr. St. George condemns Rogge for 
the way the case was presented to the 
Jury. We read: “A favorite line of de- 
fense attorney John Jackson (who helped 
to represent Dr. Winrod during the hear- 
ings), in objecting to the admission of 
large batches of government evidence 
consisting largely of newspaper clip- 
pings and irrelevant memoranda notes 
and bits of correspondence expressive of 
political ideas and opinions mainly, was 
to characterize this material as TRASH. 
But such ‘trash’ kept going into the rec- 
ord month after month, right up to the 
day of the Judge’s death.”

ESIDES RELYING upon systematic 
SMEARING to convict the defend- 
ants before the public, the book accuses 
the Government of resorting to deception, 
fabrication and forgery in the conduct 
of the case. 

History will show that the Department 
of Justice reached an all-time low during 
the eight months the trial was in prog- 
ress. Speaking of this period, the Chi- 
cago Daily Tribune says: “The infamous 
Attorney General Biddle made the De- 
partment of Justice a department of op- 
pression.” 

Space is available in this review to 
record only one instance of alleged falsi- 
fication on the part of the prosecution. 











Turning to chapter sixteen, entitled, “Pre- 
senting Government Evidence,” we learn 
that — 


On May 31, 1944, an employee of 
Congress took the witness stand. He 
brought five letters which he identified 
as photostat copies of five letters there 
on file. The subpoena called for the 
“originals.” The witness had only 
copies. The originals were supposed to 
have been placed in the files of Con- 
gress back in the days when Samuel 
Dickstein headed the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, before Martin Dies 
became its chairman. 


When the witness failed to present the 
“originals,” the prosecutors made a 
quick, slick move to have the photostats 
accepted as evidence. The Judge of 
course sustained them. 


The fact that the prosecution went to 
such pains to hide the non-existence of 
the originals caused Mr. St. George to 
become suspicious. Then, over the week 
end he received reliable information that 
these letters might be forgeries, that they 
were rigged by the Anti-Defamation 
League and the originals did not exist. 


Mr. Dennis, writing on page 327 of the 
book says: 


“So, on the opening of court, on Mon- 
day, June 6, attorney St. George in open 
court and before the jury, charged that 
these letters which the court had per- 
mitted to go into evidence were forger- 
ies: that they had been rigged by the 
Anti-Defamation League; that there were 
no originals and that Rogge knew that 
such were the facts. Neither Rogge nor 
his assistants denied these accusations. 
St. George again moved to exclude these 
letters from the jury. The court promptly 
denied the motion. 


“Then St. George moved that if the 
House of Representatives would not per- 
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mit the taking of these letters into court 
on a subpoena duces tecum, the court 
and the jury should go to the House to 
inspect the files, stating that they would 
find that there were no originals. This 
motion, also, was promptly denied.”

OMING DOWN TO THE LAST DAY 

of the Trial, Mr. St. George discusses 

the appearance of one N. J. Roccaforte 

on the witness stand to give testimony 
designed to wound Dr. Winrod. 


He says: “Roccaforte was definitely 
a hostile witness against Dr. Winrod. 
Still he was unable to link Dr. Winrod 
either with an act or utterance remotely 
connected with advocating or causing 
insubordination in the armed forces or 
any relations whatsoever with the Nazis. 


“He testified that he had gone to work 
for Dr. Winrod in connection with the 
latter’s religious work, which included 
the publication of a religious journal and 
the operation of a Bible shop. 


“On cross examination, when Dennis 
tried to find out whether the witness had 
ever heard Winrod say anything about 
insubordination in the armed forces, 
causing or advocating it, or anything in 
the connection, Rogge was on his feet 
with an objection, which the Judge sus- 
tained. That was one subject that was 
absolutely tabu according to the prose- 
cutor. Jt happened to be the crime with 
which all the defendants were charged.” 


Court adjourned for the day, before 
Dr. Winrod’s attorneys had an opportun- 
ity to cross examine the witness. The 
Judge died during the night. Had he 
lived, Roccaforte would have been sub- 
jected to an intense grilling, starting the 
next morning. He was the first witness 
to be put on the stand against the Editor 
of THE DEFENDER. 

After a mistrial had been officially de- 
clared, Dr. Winrod issued the following 
public statement: 

“We do not question the wisdom of 
Providence in removing Justice Eicher. 
Neither do we boast, but it is truthful to 


say that my attorneys, Messrs. Jackson 


and Jackson, would have torn Roccaforte 
to pieces had the Trial continued. The 
prosecution could not have chosen a 
more vulnerable witness. John Jackson 
had a special reason for taking the sig- 
nature of the witness during the five min- 
utes that he was turned over to usi be- 
fore court adjourned for the day. 


“Roccaforte worked for us a short time, 
several years ago, and left under most 
unfavorable circumstances. On direct 
examination he uttered more than fifty 
as malicious falsehoods as ever fell from 
human lips. He was obviously coached 
in what to say. I repeat that our at- 
torneys were properly prepared to take 
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care of the young man had the Judge 
lived.”

“The Laswell Method of Propa- 
ganda Analysis,” “Beating An Improper 
Prosecution,” “Fair Play,” “End Abuse of 
the Conspiracy Charge,” etc., etc.

dicate that Philip Murray may soon 
resign as head of the CIO.

RECENTLY PROMISED TO ANALYZE 

the logic of our “liberals” which lays 
down the Red carpet in our United States 
for smirking Communist conspirators to 
stride to power on. This strangely twist- 
ed logic is found particularly among 
churchmen, educators, foreign affairs 
specialists and labor leaders. 


I want to concentrate on the statement 
of Bishop Bernard J. Sheil of Chicago 
before the national convention of the 
American Veterans Committee in Des 
Moines, Iowa. Bishop Sheil’s main 
theme, according to top-flight Scripps- 
Howard columnist Tom Stokes, was “that 
if this Country provides a decent living 
for its people, it has nothing to fear from 
Communism, since people who are well 
fed, well housed, well clothed are not 
interested in Communism.” 


That thesis that the Country or gov- 
ernment should provide a decent living 
for its people is in itself a profession of 
Socialism. It is directly opposed to the 
basis of democracy — which is the in- 
dividual responsibility of the citizen. 


In plain English, these self-styled lib- 
erals are saying: “Let's have more and 
more official nursing of our lives! There 
will be no danger of Communism be- 
cause, when it comes to a showdown, 
people who believe in our constitutional 
system will turn the Communists down.” 
That is like letting a racketeer take over 
your business, account by account, while 
you kid yourself that, on the day of 
reckoning, you will throw him out bodily. 
Instead, you will find yourself choked 
and helpless in his grasp. It is a terrible 
thing that “liberals” should actually be 
extending the invitation to Communists 
to continue worming their way into key 
positions in the schools, in the Churches, 
in government bureaus, in Congress and 








state legislatures, in the courts of justice, 
and even in the very police and military 
services which should guard our consti- 
tutional rights. 


Surely all Americans must know that 
Communists work underground — that 
Communists silently get possession of 
key positions — that Communists never 
ask a victimized people to vote on 
whether or not Communist dictatorship 
is desired until Communists are in a 
position to destroy all opposition. Bishop 
Sheil might well consider Poland and the 
present all-to-late protest of our State 
Department against the manipulation of 
the Polish elections. 


* * * 


O YOU, BISHOP, and your “liberal” 
friends, really think Communism 
is the cure for hard times in America? 
That's what your apology for Com- 
munism would mean to the man in the 
street. WE HAVE been wasted by war 
— whether needless or unavoidable. If 
our internationalists have their way, we 
shall be wasted further by more. Is 
this a time for a patriot to excuse men 
for turning against their own American 
system? Or is it more truly the time to 
go back to the American system and 
start working it? 


Would you, by parallel logic, Bishop, 
imply that men should be forgiven for 
turning to atheism because men, depart- 
ing from Christian principles, have failed 
to establish a Christian society? Do you 
insinuate that Communism is a better 
cure for mismanagement and war waste 
than American free enterprise? Do you 
think Communism feeds, houses and 
clothes people better than Americanism? 
How easy you make it for cunning Com- 
munist workers to mislead our people! 
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Think, Bishop, of Pilgrim fathers, or 
Washington’s men at Valley Forge, or 
the men of the Union at Gettysburg, or 
the pioneers who conquered our plains 
in covered wagons. Should they have 
turned against their American Constitu- 
tion and American system of individual 
responsibility and back to a system 
of monarchy or dictatorship because 
they were poorly housed, clothed and 
fed? If THEY HAD done so, where would 
WE be now? Should we turn softies — 
traitors — cowards — because our na- 
tion is in difficulties and times are hard? 


Yes, Bishop, many people are not well 
fed, well housed and well clothed, even 
though we have an all time high aver- 
age income in Mr. Wallace’s figures. 
Yes, we need better housing — and 
more. Do you think Communism would 
bring us better food, clothing and hous- 
ing? I don’t! I think the way to cure 
scarcity is to go back to American enter- 
prise. 


I've read how the original Massa- 
chusetts settlers got poorer each year 
until they abolished their communal sys- 
tem and established full individual enter- 
prise. Then they developed abundance. 
Why, Bishop, do you think America has 
been richer than Russia? Russian plains 
grow as much grain, Russian hills con- 
tain as many minerals. Isn’t it solely 
because America has individual free- 
dom and enterprise? Granted our econ- 
omy is sick, Bishop. Hasn’t New Deal- 
ism largely caused our present lack of 
houses, food and clothing? Would you 
cure us with a full dose of the poison 
that has weakened us? 


Let me offer a better logic. Let us free 
the American system of enterprise, am- 
bition, production and distribution from 
all monopolies, official or private, and 
make that already proved American 
system give us such abundance that 
even the most gullible of us will not be 
fooled —like my dumb cattle — into 
thinking that fields are greener across 
the fence. 


* * * 


HE TIDE IS TURNING. Editors now 
ask me to say the things they would 
not publish before. I am far more out- 
spoken over the air than I could be but 
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recently. Leftist spokesmen for State 
Socialism end Russia are now falling off 
in reader and listener rating. Some are 
dropping out entirely. They complain 
bitterly, and seek support from their own 
groups. Let them collect that support 
and have their say. But let me point 
out once more, how a little group, riding 
high under political protection, tyran- 
nized over our thought — how they used 
every un-American weapon of SMEAR, 
threat of boycott, threat of strike in Com- 
munist controlled unions, to smother 
voices of fundamental Americanism. 


Already the smart Leftists among us 
are turning against Russia — for public 
consumption. But they are quite as or- 
ganized and militant as ever for the pur- 
pose of overthrowing the American Re- 
public and converting the United States 
into a State Socialism with themselves as 
commissars. They have plans to do that 
without war with Russia, and they have 
also plans to do it through war with Rus- 
sia, and if you are not very alert, fellow 
American, you will get taken in by one 
or the other of these plans. 


The Democratic Party in the State of 
California exhibits in miniature the situa- 
tion in the present ruling party. The 
openly pro-Russian and Marxist-inspired 
group in the party, consisting of State 
Attorney General Robert W. Kenny, 
Congressman Ellis Patterson, Helen Ga- 
hagan Douglas, George E. Outland and 
a number of others, backed by Harry 
Bridges and other Socialist labor leaders 
and some religious leaders, made an 
overt effort to capture the state Demo- 
cratic Party. When this was soundly 
smacked down by Democratic as well 
as Republican registrants in the primary 
election, Kenny, who had thought he 
could take the California governorship, 
became instead the head of the Left- 
wing lawyers’ association of the Nation 
and of another notorious Communist 
front. 


Strategy number one was then sup- 
planted by strategy number two. James 
Roosevelt, who had been Kenny's cam- 
paign leader, was presented before the 
State convention by the in-between man, 
Will Rogers, Jr., as a convert to middle- 
of-the-roadism, a convert who was re- 
signing his highly paid jobs with Com- 
munist front organizations to be crammed 
down the throat of the Democratic 
Party as state chairman. The Com- 
munist “Daily World” answered the con- 
demnation of Communism for public 
consumption by Jim Roosevelt and Junior 
Rogers, with the soft reply that these had 
no bearing whatsoever on Roosevelt's 
Political future. Rather they remem- 
bered James Roosevelt's statement last 
winter putting Communism and De- 
mocracy on equal footing.

CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERTY 


A practical pattern for God-given indi- 
vidual liberty, with government assigned 
its duty of protecting it, rather than im- 
pairing it, needs no new research. The 
Founding Fathers of the American Re- 


public devised such a pattern and put 
it into successful practice so outstanding- 
ly that the great British statesman Glad- 
stone proclaimed our Constitution “the 
most wonderful work ever struck off at 
a given time by the brain and purpose 
of man.” God-given individual liberty, 
and government’s duty to secure it, 
rather than impair it, has never been 
better stated than in our historic Declar- 
ation of Independence, as follows: 


“We hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that all men are created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator with certain inalien- 
able rights, that among these are life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness — that TO SE- 
CURE THESE RIGHTS, governments are in- 
stituted among men deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.” 


It is further significant that each and 
all of the enumerated and limited powers 
conferred upon the United States Gov- 
ernment in the Constitution were plainly 
such only as were necessary to secure 
or protect individual liberty and equal 
freedom, and that special guarantees of 
individual liberty were also incorporated. 


REAL MENTAL GIANTS 
The Founding Fathers of the American 
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Republic were real mental giants. They 
sought to serve humanity. They wanted 
to give humanity the benefit of the les- 
sons of history. instead of conducting 
an experiment upon human beings as 
guinea-pigs. History taught them that 
no independent nation of free men had 
ever provoked a war, but that wars 
were caused by empires of subjugated 
peoples.

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FoR SEVERAL MONTHS prior to June 

1944, there had been many rumors, 
considerable light talk and not a little 
gossip around Washington .. . about a 
brilliant young man by the name of 
Tyler Kent, who allegedly disappeared 
under mysterious circumstances from 
the American Embassy staff in London.

Mr. Snow’s book fills in a great 

many details, the skeleton story of 

the young man’s experiences is about as 
follows: 


He was arrested by British officers im- 
mediately after Winston Churchill be- 
came Prime Minister in May 1940. Until 
that time, he was serving as diplomatic 
code clerk under Ambassador Kennedy. 
His father before him, had been a dis- 
tinguished career man in foreign diplo- 
matic service. He was 22 years old at 
the time of his arrest. 


Treaty protocol provides that any ac- 
credited member of the diplomatic serv- 
ice shall have immunity and be an- 
swerable only to the courts of his own 
nation. Friends insist that Kent's legal 
rights were violated when he was forced 
to stand trial in Great Britain. 


Five years later, upon arriving back 
in New York, a reporter asked why he 
thought the trial was held in London in- 
stead of the United States, and he re- 
plied: 


“T think they had me tried in England 
because they had ‘in camera’ (secret and 
closed) trials at that time, and no such 
trials were then being held in this 
Country.” 


The charge against him was “larceny 
of confidential documents.” At first he 
was consigned to Wandsworth Peni- 
tentiary. This meant that he was im- 
prisoned with criminals rather than 
political prisoners. He was obliged to 
engage upon a hunger strike which 
ended in a hospital cell, before being 
removed. The balance of his sentence 
was served on the Isle of Wright. 


Soon after Kent's arrest, Arthur Sears 
Henning of the “Chicago Tribune” ex- 
plained how Churchill, a subordinate in 
the British Government, had worked with 
Roosevelt “behind Chamberlain’s back.” 
The cablegrams exchanged between 
these two men had to be deciphered by 
Kent—who, because of the nature of the 
messages, considered the assignment a 
violation of his oath. 


We read: “He then made photostatic 
copies of the cables passing through his 
hands and hid them in his room. Kent 
gtew desperate over the direction the 
Correspondence was taking, since ob- 
viously the President was committing the 
United States to war without authoriza- 
tion of Congress or even the knowledge 
of the actual government of Britain at 
that time. YET AT THIS VERY TIME 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT WAS PLEDG- 
ING THE VOTERS OF THE UNITED 
STATES THAT THEIR SONS WOULD 


During the interview at the boat, upon 
returning home, Kent further stated: “I 
did take certain documents from the 
embassy to my apartment, but it was for 
the purpose of turning them over to the 
United States Senate. I considered that 
those documents contained information 
which the Senate and the people of the 
United States should know about.”

PAUL TRAINS FOR LIFE 
WORK 


Acts 9:19-22, 11:22-26, 
Gal. 1:17-24. 























(GOLDEN TEXT: “And straight- 

way he preached Christ in the 
synagogues, that he is the Son of 
God.” Acts 9:20. 


I. FIRST REACTIONS. Paul experi- 
enced a quick, bright conversion on the 
road to Damascus. Such sudden transi- 
tions, lifting the soul from darkness into 
light, invariably makes the person eager 
to tell others. 


Here are two examples: “Andrew find- 
eth first his own brother Simon, and saith 
unto him, We have found Messias.” 
“Philip findeth Nathaniel, and saith unto 
him, We have found him, of whom 
Moses, in the law and the prophets did 
write, Jesus of Nazareth.” 


New converts sometimes manifest zeal 
without knowledge. Lacking soul 
anchorage, theyeare unable to success- 
fully resist Satanic pressure which in- 
varibly follows conversion. Stability 
comes only through growth in Grace to 
maturity in Christ. 


Paul followed the sensible course of 
preparing patiently and prayerfully for 
the life’s work that was ahead. “I con- 
ferred not with flesh and blood,” said he. 
There was something to be done in his 
soul that only the Holy Spirit could ac- 
complish. 


He says: “I went into Arabia.” Dr. 
J. O. Kinnaman finds evidence in archae- 
ological science, that the Apostle spent 
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those three years in the red cities of 
Petra. A high order of civilization and 
culture existed there at that time. 


While Paul realized the necessity of 
thorough preparation for useful Christian 
service, yet he started out, immediately 
after conversion, witnessing for Christ— 
as indicated by the Golden Text of to- 
day’s Lesson. 


Il. EARLY CONTACT WITH BELIEV- 
ERS. Strange as it may seem, the fol- 
lowers of Christ were dubbed “atheists” 
during the times of Paul. This was be- 
cause they rejected both Judaism and 
the pagan Mythologies. Moreover, the 
Roman Empire had a law forbidding the 
establising of new religious systems. 
These good people were therefore in con- 
flict with both religious and civil authori- 
ties. 


Prior to his conversion, Paul knew the 
problems and struggles of the disciples. 
He took these things into account and 
counted well the cost, before becoming 
identified with them. But he was driven 
to joining the Church, HAVING MET 
CHRIST ON THE HIGHWAY. 


As their principal persecutor and tor- 
mentor, he had listened to their plead- 
ings for mercy. He had heard their argu- 
ments. Stephen’s oration before the San- 
hedrin left a deep impression. 


Meanwhile, a prayer-meeting was in 
progress in the home of a Damascus 
disciple by the name of Ananias. A 
sense of fear gripped them because they 
knew their hour of suffering to be at 
hand. Spiritual flames generated in that 
assembly, produced a white light on the 
highway that enveloped the persecutor. 
Dr. Winrod shows in his book, “Prayer 
In The Atomic Age,” that the Damascus 
prayer-meeting turned the tide ‘of human 
history. 


Ill. “CONFOUNDED THE JEWS.” The 
rabbis and other Jewish leaders, ani- 
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mated by the spirit of anti-Christ, were 
making elaborate preparations for the 
arrival of their hero. His coming was 
by official action of their heirarchy, for 
the purpose of blotting out the new Da. 
mascus congregation. 


Who can imagine the consternation of 
the Jews! Instead of mapping plans for 
breaking up the homes of the believers, 
killing some and driving others into 
exile, the persecutor went directly to the 
home of Ananias and attended the pray- 
er meeting. 


The bright light, accompanying his, 


conversion, left him in temporary blind- 
ness. It was necessary for him to be 
lead through the streets. We will never 
know the thoughts that surged through 
his mind, or the emotions which burned 
in his heart, during those three days of 
physical darkness. 


Ananias lived on “the street which is 
straight.” An ideal place to find a Chris- 
tian—Straight Street! 


Paul later manifested special concern 
for the Church at Antioch. The name 
“Christian” was first used there, the title 
being applied in derision by unbelievers. 
But it became a permanent title, being 
expressive of the fact that true believers 
are “CHRIST-ONES” ... or “Christians.”

PAUL’S FIELD OF SERVICE 








Acts 13:1-52, 14:26-27. 

















OLDEN TEXT: “It pleased God 

. . . to reveal his Son in me, 

that I might preach him among the 
heathen.” Galatians 1:15-16. 


I. PAUL A MAN OF COURAGE. It is 
to be questioned who was the more sur- 
prised by the transformation of Paul—the 
disciples or the Jews. 


The new convert gave his first testi- 
mony at Damascus. The Jews of the 
community were beside themselves with 
rage and laid plans for murdering him. 
Had he left by the city gates, the plot 
would have been consummated. But 























instead, the believers let him down over 
the wall in a basket. 


Returning to Jerusalem, he immediate- 
ly tried to identify himself with the dis- 
ciples, but “they were all afraid of him.” 
The validity of his experience was soon 
established. He spoke a different lan- 
guage than before, and showed willing- 
ness to suffer for the sake of the Gospel. 


Paul demonstrated rare physical cour- 
age throughout his ministry. He made 
it a rule, in his travels, to go straight to 
the local snynagogue when arriving in 
a town, knowing that in so doing, he was 
‘taking his life in his hands.” This is 
the procedure described in today’s les- 
son. 


He possessed a sturdy body. Nothing 
could stop him. Other companions were 
unable to keep his pace. His report to 
the Church at Corinth, recorded in II 
Corinthians 11:24-28, lists some of the 
hardships endured. 


Il. AT GRIPS WITH THE MYTHOL- 
OGIES. Neither Judaism, or the Greek 
and Roman Mythologies, had the essen- 
tial capacities for transmitting the new 
spiritual truths Paul was called to re- 
veal. Jesus said it was not safe to put 
“new wine” into old “wine skins” be- 
cause the bottles would burst and the 
precious substance be wasted. Paul was 
the creator of a new system. The Pauline 
theology was couched in a revolutionary, 
religious vernacular. He was a bottle 
maker! 


Turning West with the Gospel, he en- 
countered the pagan Mythologies which 
dominated the souls of multitudes. These 
false systems rose in the days of the 
Babel builders after the deluge and were 
handed down to Rome and Greece as 
“mysteries.” 


Dr. Winrod says: “I stood one day be- 
side the crumbling walls of the Temple 
of Apollo at Delphi, Greece. I saw a 
large pile of barren rocks which remain 
as originally arranged by nature. 
Ancient Greeks regarded them as being 
too sacred for human hands to desecrate. 
The gods were supposed to have placed 
them there. 


“Apollo was believed to have come 
down to earth and fought with Python, 
a huge reptile, among these boulders. 
After killing Python, he was worshipped 
as the god of Greece. This phase of 
Grecian Mythology was a perversion of 
the revelation that the seed of a woman 
would bruise the serpent’s head. Apollo 
was given the position of Christ and 
Python portrayed Satan.” 

While Paul was waiting in Athens for 
Silas and Timothy to join him, he found 
idols and images in many public places. 
This caused him to preach the famous 





sermon, recorded in the seventeenth 
chapter of Acts. 


Ill. TRIALS AND TRAVELS. Antioch, 
a luxurious city three hundred miles 
north of Jerusalem, became early asso- 
ciated with Christian effort. The Holy 
Spirit directed the affairs of the Antioch 
Church ... and said: “Separate Barna- 
bas and Paul for the work whereunto I 
have called them.” 


(a) The first stop was the island of 
Cyprus. They preached Christ in a syna- 
gogue, traveled the length of the island 
to Paphos, met the leading Roman of- 
ficial, changed him into a believer, en- 
countered a Jewish sorcerer and ex- 
pelled a demon from him, left the people 
amazed. 


(b) Then they journeyed to Perga, a 
port on the mainland of Asia Minor, 
north of Cyprus. Here John Mark de- 
cided to return to Jerusalem. This act 
became the cause of a later disagree- 
ment between Paul and Barnabas. 


(c) From Perga they journeyed in- 
land, crossing snow-clad mountains to 
another city named Antioch (in Pisidia). 
Entering a synagogue they preached 
the Christ whom the Jews hated, were 
mobbed, shook the dust off their feet 
and fled to Iconium. Gentiles requested 
an opportunity to hear the message of 
salvation, “But the Jew spoke against 
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those things which were spoken by Paul, 
contradicting and blaspheming.” 








Returning to the Antioch Church where 
the tour originally started, they reported 
“how God had opened the door of faith 
unto the Gentiles.” From that hour, the 
Gospel message began to be poured into 
“new wine skins”—for all types and 
races of people, transcending both 
Judaism and the Mythologies. 


Lesson Number Three 








November 3, 1946 
PAUL CHAMPIONS FREEDOM 


Acts 15:23-29, Gal. 5-13-18. 




















OLDEN TEXT: “But we believe 

that through the grace of the 
Lord Jesus Christ we shall be 
saved.” Acts 15:11. 


I. CONFLICT IN THE CHURCH. Juda- 
ism had nothing to offer toward inaugu- 
rating the Christian program which Paul 
was directing. Our Lord had this in 
mind when He said: “No man putteth 
new wine into old bottles: else the new 
wine doth burst the bottles, and the wine 
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is spilled, and the bottles will be marred: 
but new wine must be put into new 
bottles.” 








On the religious side, Judaism dealt 
with external matters and ritualistic prac- 
tices. K failed to touch motives and 
change hearts. It dealt with the OUT- 
SIDE ... but not the INSIDE. 


The spiritual life of the Antioch congre- 
gation became jeopardized by certain 
traveling evangelists —Judaizers sent 
from Jerusalem, who taught that cir- 
cumcision was essential to salvation. 
Paul argued against the idea, but the 
congregation, to be entirely satisfied re- 
garding the matter, requested an official 
statement from the Church at Jerusalem. 


II. PAUL’S DEFENSE OF CHRISTIAN 
LIBERTY. The record tells us there were 
Pharisees in the Church. It seems 
strange, at first glance, to find represen- 
tatives of this sect there ... but it is NOT 
strange to find them on the wrong side of 
the issue. These enemies of Christ, de- 
spairing of destroying the Church 
through persecution from without, sought 
to gain control from within. 


Paul sensed the situation at a glance. 
His demolishing exposure is recorded in 
Galatians where he branded them “false 
brethren unawares brought in, who came 
in privily to spy out our liberty which 
we have in Christ Jesus, that they might 
bring us into bondage.” 


Ill. THE JERUSLAEM EPISTLE. The dis- 
cussion was transferred from Antioch 
to Jerusalem. The Pharisees were given 
an opportunity to present their side, after 
which Peter rose and delivered a three- 
fold message: 


(1) The Holy Spirit had definitely in- 
structed him to preach to Gentiles, 


(2) Jews had never been able to keep 
the law of Moses anyway, and 


(8) Salvation was through divine Grace 
and not human works. 





These facts became the gist of an 
epistle which was taken back to the 
group at Antioch. 


But these findings and the authorita- 
tive statement resulting therefrom, did 
not deter the Judaizers who continued 
their efforts to pervert Christian congre- 
gations throughout Asia Minor. They 
centered their activities especially in 
Galatia. 


Paul met the exponents of these er- 
roneous doctrines with a frontal attack 
wherever they appeared ... and in do- 
ing so, preserved the spiritual content 
of the Gospel message which our Lord 
desired to have manifested IN, and 
promoted THROUGH, His Church in the 
world. 


Lesson Number Four 
November 10, 1946 


PAUL FOUNDS CHURCH 
AT PHILIPPI. 


Acts 16:11-15, Phil. 2-5-11. 


























OLDEN TEXT: “I can do all 
things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” Phil. 4:13. 


I. AN IMPORTANT MISSIONARY 
TOUR. Being purged of false teachings 
promoted by Judaizers, the Church at 
Antioch settled down to constructive 
work. Finally Paul said to Barnabas: 
“Let us go again and visit our brethren 
in every city where we have preached 
the word of the Lord, and see how they 
do.” 


The two disagreed over the advisabil- 
ity ot taking Barnabas’ nephew with 
them. This caused a separation. Barna- 
bas and Mark sailed for Cyprus. Paul 
and Silas went overland to Derbe and 
Lystra. Timothy later joined Paul and 
Silas. 


At length, the three found themselves 
on a small island in western Asia, called 
Troas. This was in the fall of the year 
50 A. D. By the time the trio reached 
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this island, they were hardened to mig. 
sionary toil, weary and ready to tum 
back toward the east, and home. 


Il. A DECISION THAT TURNED THE 
TIDE OF HISTORY. Twice they made 
preparations to return to Asia but were 
checked both times by the Holy Ghost. 
Paul was puzzled because of this act of 
supernatural intervention. What could 
it mean? 


The answer came in the form of a 
vision during a night of slumber. Several 
days were spent in patient waiting for 
the Lord to make known His will. Final. 
ly, while asleep, with the roar of the 
waves reaching his ears, the apostle 
discerned the outline of a man standing 
on the opposite coast, arms outstretched, 
pleading: “Come over into Macedonia 
and help us.” 


No time was lost in heeding the divine 
summons. The first available boat found 
the missionaries headed WEST. Thus, 
they made a complete turn-about face, 
This was the pivot on which Paul's mis- 
sionary travels turned. The result was 
eventual revision of the map of Europe. 


Had they returned east, the nations of 
the Orient would, in all probability be 
enjoying the advantages of Christian 
civilization. The western world would be 
in superstition, paganism and idolatry. 
The miracle of Troas changed the whole 
course of human history. Except for 
this act of intervention, yellow men might 
be coming to America today with the 
Gospel. 


After answering the Macedonian Call, 
the group traveled ten miles inland and 
established a congregation in Philippi. 
The Churches founded in this area 
brought Paul more comfort than those 
organized elsewhere. None of his let- 
ters are more buoyant and inspiring than 
those to the Philippians and Thessa- 
lonians. 


Ill. THE MIND OF CHRIST. The pass- 
age from Philippians, quoted in this Les- 
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gon, contains the ultimate essence of the 
Gospel. To possess the mind of Christ 
means manifesting the same humble 
spirit . . . without self-seeking, which 
led Him to forsake His high estate for a 
season, and come jo earth in the form 
of man, and the servant of men. 


He not only humbled Himself in the 
incarnation, but went further, becoming 
obedient unto the Cross, suffering there 
for the sins of the world. Crucifixion was 
punishment for slaves and lowest 
criminals. How awful is sin, in the sight 
of God, that it required such abasement 
to break its power.

5. Antichrist's corpse to be trampled on. Isa. 
14:19. So was Mussolini's. 


6. Antichrist's body to lie in grave for short time 
only. Isa. 14:19. Isa. 14:11. Mussolini, buried 
April 30, 1945. “Cast forth” April 23, 1946. 


. Antichrist’s body to be stolen by “A handful 
of people, by STEALTH.” Dan. 11:23. Web- 
ster’s dictionary — “Stealth ... Act of stealing. 
Secret manner of bringing anything to pass.” 
A few people stole Mussolini's body secretly. 


. Antichrist’s body to be “Hateful” (stinking) 
when stolen. Isa. 14:19. Mussolini's was. 


. Antichrist to be “An abortion.” Isa. 14:19. 
Webster's — “Abortion . . . Something which 
comes out prematurely.” Mussolini's body 
did. It should have stayed there until the 
Judgement Day. 


10. Antichrist’s body after being exhumed is to 
remain “Tombless.” Mussolini’s has not been 
reburied. Men, inspired to give Mussolini a 
worthier burial, stole the body. Thus Satan 
got the body out of the ground. His trick. He 
does not have the power of resurrection.
